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REMARKS 

Entry of the foregoing amendments is respectfully requested. Upon entry of 
the present Amendment claims 53, 54 and 57-83 will be pending, with claims 53, 

54 and 57-59 being independent claims. Dependent claims 60-83 are new. 

Applicants note that the cancellation of claims 27-29, 34, 35, 37-42, 44-52, 

55 and 56 is without prejudice or disclaimer to the prosecution of these claims in 
one or more continuation and/or divisional applications, and should by no means 
be construed as Applicants' admission that the rejection or withdrawal from 
consideration of these claims is justified. Rather, these claims have been canceled 
merely to expedite the issuance of a patent on the already allowed claims. 

Claims 53, 54 and 57-59 are indicated to be allowed in the Advisory Action 
mailed March 22, 2005. Added dependent claims 60-83 depend from one of 
claims 57-59 and are otherwise essentially identical with canceled dependent 
claims 28, 29, 34, 35 and 38-41. To assist the Examiner in his review of the added 
claims, the following table sets forth which of the new claims corresponds in its 
wording to one of canceled claims 28, 29, 34, 35 and 38-41 and depends directly 
or indirectly from one of claims 57 to 59. 

So the record can be as clear and complete as possible, Applicants note that 
Applicants' representative, Heribert Muensterer, telephoned the Examiner on 
April 12, 2005 and discussed the addition of the claims added herein. The 
Examiner indicated he would review the claims upon submission.
